Under the guidance of Prin­ 
cipal Robert Ford, the school 
will become tho city's fourth 
high school and will represent 
the Torrance Unified School 
District's latest effort in Its 
battle to avoid double sessions.

Designed by Architect Roy 
Donley, who also drew the 
plans for South High and sev­ 
eral Torrance elementary 
schools, the school features the 
latest features in modern ed­ 
ucational planning. Hub of the 
campus will be a circular li­ 
brary building, which will also 
contain administrative offices.

PRESENT PLANS call for 
construction of the $4 million 
campus in units, with gradual 
increase in the number of stu­ 
dents until the enrollment ca­ 
pacity of about 3000 is 
reached. The campus includes 
three classroom wings, t h o 
first of which will be ready 
for use in September.

The next increment to the 
school, scheduled to be ready 
in 1903, will be a physical cd-

classrooms. Later increments 
will include two additional 
classroom wings, administra­ 
tion and music buildings.

It will also include a central 
kitchen from which food will 
be distributed to three smaller 
eating areas. Included in the 
plant will be a large room in 
each of the classroom wings 
for lectures, TV presentations, 
eating, and other large group 
gatherings. It is designed with 
a maximum of flexibility. 

     
LOCATED ON 40 acres at Vic­ 

tor and Spencer Sts. in the 
Victor area, the new school 
will have a staff of about 50 
teachers and administrative 
personnel during its first year. 
It will serve tho area bounded 
by Hawthorne, Sepu 1 v e d a, 
190th St., and the west city 
boundary.
